T is obvious Chat what Ia in 

the minds of the three 
Western governments is 
that a real effor. should Le 
made te break duwn, or to 
lift, those barriers between 
the Communfit countries 
and the outer world, com- 
monly known aa the “iron 
curtain.” 

Communists at times are apt 
to deny the existence of 
the fron curtain, and to 
suggest that it is an in- 
vention of Western pro-' 
puganda. But it does exist,’ 
physically. All down the’ 
frontier between the Com-: 
munkst countries of Eastern’ 
Europe and thelr Weatern 
neighbours, there runs, on 
the Communist side, a belt 
of barbed wire, minefields, 
machinegun posts, for all 
the world tike a “no-man’s- 
land" between hostile armies 
confronting each other. It ia 
the outward ond visible 
sign of the isolation between 
the “two camps” on which 
Communist policy has in- 
sisted, 

Communist policy, until now, 
has raised barriers not only 
to the exchange of — per- 
sonal visits, but to the ex- 
change of ideas, The Reds 
have forbidden free trade 
in the written word, The 
import and distribution of 
ajl foreign liternture is 
subject to rigid contrala 
and cengorship. The Soviet 
peoples are forbidden any 
kind of free access to non. 
Communist ideas and 
thoughts, 

The same can be sald about 
broadcasting. The Soviets 
have never hidden their 
fear of this medium of in- 
formation and education 
and they have readily spent 
millions of pounds a year 
on an elaborate “jamming” 
of foreign broadcasts, 

EF is ‘not easy to estimate or 

comprehend the motives 
of the Russian government 
(and of the satellites which 
always follow the Moscow 
model) in thin “war” 
against interchange of 
idens and knowledge; the 
fact remain; Soviet policy 
has built up an elaborate 
barrier, both physical ond 
menial, between the coun 
tries which it controls and 
the outer world. 

The one encouraging Aspect 
is that since the “summit” 
talks, tho Russians have 
displayed some readiness to 
mix more freely with the 
Western, world,. examples 
are thelr nppoarance at the 
international conference of 

- nucloar selentiats, exchange 
of visita to atomic reacarch 
stations in England. and 
Russia and, only theso last 
fow days, visits of British 
und Russinn warships to 
Leningrad anil Portsmouth. 

If these cnn be regarded as 
portenta, then the prospects 
of agreoment nt Gonova 
this month for over -:froor.

The anti-proton, or negative proton, is a heavy 
particle of the same mass but of opposing charge to 
the proton, one of the fundamental particles which 
help make up the atomic nucleus, 4 


Ttie anti-proten, sometimes 
called a “nuclear ghost” because 
man’ never before was able to 
pin down ite existence except ja 
theory, Is “born” outside the 
nucleus following somo “high 
energy nuclear event”, 


The Berkeley scientists created 
the particle in thelr $9,500,000 
bevatron, the world’s most 
powerful atom smasher, in what 
was called “one of the classical 
experiments of nuclear physics’. 


“The long lapse between 
prediction of the anti-proton 
ami its discovery hod led many 
experimental physicists to doubt 
Its existence," sald the an- 
nouncement, “although yenert lly 
no such doubt existed among 
the theoretleal phystaists.”"
